Informant is of the epinion that the second theory is the more likely of 
the twos This hypothesis is supported by the verv form of Cominformist 
propaganda, spread within the core of the Yugoslav Armed Forces; a 
propaganda which aims to sow panies and confusion. Recently, Yugoslav 
military barracks and institutions have been reportediv deluged with 
printed Cominformist propaganda leaflets bearing such slogans ass 
"Soldiers, take heed of your actions§ Bach one of you is followed by the 


watchful eye of Tito on the one gide, and by that of Stalin on the other. 

. However, the eye of Stalin scorches and you will feel it. His eye strikes 
‘suddenly Like a flash of Lightning. Be guided by thies® These and other - 
. propaganda ‘leaflets have caused members of the Yugoslav Armed Forces to 


become generally convinced that the “Long arm® of Stalin can strike 
‘whenever it so desires to annihilate Tito, Consequently, many members 
of the military have been persuaded to cross over into the Cominformist 


. camp whenever the opportunity has presented itself. 
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
